Dr. Richard M. Chalmers, a 
University of Florida professor 
and author of a new book on the 
Klan’s secret world of mystic 
rituals, strange passwords and 
hooded violence, argues that a 
decaying Klan was given new 
“ impetus and environment for 
action” by two events: 
The Supreme Court's May 17, 
1954, decision outlawing public 
school segregation, and the sit- 
ins, freedom rides and mass

A number of other observers 
have pointed to a very recent

By 1871, the estimated 550.- 
000 Klansmen disappeared as a 
formal organization.

Klux Klan Act of 1871, sus­ 


pended the writ of habeas cor­ 
pus in nine South Carolina coun­ 
ties, and thousands of Klansmen 
were arrested. 


\nother Klan did not appear 
until 1915, when the organization 
was resurrected on top of Stone 
Mountain, Ga., with the burning 
of a cross and an oath of alle­ 
giance to the “ invisible empire 
of the Ku Klux Klan.” 


By 1924, it had become a na­ 
tional political power, with four 
million members dedicated to 
opposing not only Negroes, but 
Catholics,

Dear Mrs. M .A.K.: 
Once again, m ay I repeat that 
“ rules are m ade to be broken.” 
Although there was never any 
hard and fast rule about the 
buttonholes on double-breasted 
garm ents, the buttonholes usual­ 
ly were m ade only on the outer 
edge of garm ents. As we all 
know, the styles are constantly 
changing, as are the details of 
a pattern construction. I per­ 
sonally would go along with the 
current trends, as the old saying 
goes: “ When in Rome, do as the 
R om ans do.” 


On a trip to Nova Scotia, my 
son 
purchased

yard of wool plaid. 
However, I s i m p l y c a n ’ t 
straighten it out no m atter how 
m uch 1 stretch and pull. W hat 
can I do to salvage it?—Mrs.

Dear Mrs. J.E.: 
1 would suggest treating this 
woolen fabric the sam e as if you 
w ere shrinking it. Lay a dam p­ 
ened sheet over the wool, roll 
the two together, cover with a 
plastic sheet and allow to stay 
rolled up overnight. 
The next m orning, the wool 
will be slightly dam p all the 
way through and you can lay it 
on the carpet and pat it in shape 


When the neck and shoulders 
of your sw eaters have stretched 
out of shape, ease them onto a 
continuous piece of hem tape, 
beginning at the arm hole of one 
sleeve to the arm hole of the 
other.

TO WHAT DEGREE has communist 
influence played a part in the recent 
civil rights uprisings in Alabama and 
elsewhere? 
The answer you get to this question 
depends on whom you ask. 
If you ask a southern white suprem­ 
acist, the answer may well be that the 
trouble comes 100 per cent from com­ 
munist agitators who stir up the ignor­ 
ant negroes. 
If you ask a communist participant 
in the uprisings, the answer unques­ 
tionably would be that the civil rights 
movement is the inevitable result of 
long-term oppression of Negroes and 
that while communists support the 
fight against oppression, they have not 
incited or triggered it. 
There actually is some truth on both 
sides. 


NEGROES HAVE BEEN a subju­ 
gated race in the south ever since their 
debarkation from slave trade ships. 
Their emancipation during the Civil 
War was more technical than actual. 
Any individual or small group of 
Negroes in southern areas where 
blacks outnumbered whites dared not 
stand up for his or their “ rights" 
against the ruling white minority, or 
trouble would surely befall the black 
man. 
It could be called an extra-legal, de 
facto system of government not recog­ 
nized much in statute but nonetheless 
operative. 


SO SUBJUGATED W ERE the Ne­ 
groes that even with a majority of 
numbers and the U.S. Constitution on 
their side, they still could not over­ 
come. by themselves. 


Effective help was slow to come.

on any political issue, the true left­ 
ist objectively analyzes all the forces

Whether commu­ 
nists participated in inducing the boil- 
over is immaterial; the boil-over was 
inevitable. 


DOES THIS MEAN THAT nothing 
but communists, sympathizers, fellow - 
travelers and dupes are involved now1 
Absolutely not. 
At this point, any sensible anti-com­ 
munist should be supporting the effort 
to extend voting rights to the disfran­ 
chised. Only by lifting the yoke of sub­ 
jugation from Negroes will that seed 
bed for communism be sterilized. 
Communism flourishes where there 
is injustice and poverty. 
Freedom, justice and prosperity go 
hand-in-hand. 
Help Negroes achieve full freedom 
and justice; help them to achieve pros­ 
perity. Only this will help our nation 
to be strong enough to withstand any 
assault from the Godless dictatorship 
of “ the true leftist.”

WASHINGTON (A*)—The Viet­ 
namese war, shoved out of 
much of the American mind 
by space shots and civil rights 
excitement, 
will 
be 
back, 
uglier and perhaps bigger. 
This country intensified the 
war against the Communists to 
make them back up and seek a 
truce. They haven’t backed up, 
they haven’t sought a truce, 
and they’re fighting harder. 


SIX W EEKS AGO, after they 
attacked an American air base 
in South Viet Nam, the United 
States stepped up the conflict 
with a bombing raid on North 
Viet Nam. 
“ We want no wider war.” 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
said, although the bombing 
widened it. But the Commu­ 
nists show no signs of yield­ 
ing. On the contrary. 
This week Maxwell D. Tay­ 
lor. U. S. ambassador to South 
Viet Nam, said the Red guer­ 
rillas there are beginning an 
all-out drive for victory. “ Now 
one senses we may be arriv­ 
ing at a decisive point,” he 
said. He said more. 
He startled and worried this 
country’s British ally, even 
though it had approved the 
stepped-up U.S. efforts, when 
he said there are no limits on 
how much the war may be 
intensified. 


AND THEN he 
indicated 
this country may have chang­ 
ed its mind if it thought bomb­ 
ing raids could make the Com­ 
munists see the light. Now he 
says the United States may 
get into the ground fighting in 
South Viet Nam. 
The irony in the American 
effort to save the South Viet­ 
namese 
from 
being 
over­ 
whelmed is that they have far 
more than enough men to do 


their own fighting, if they 
had the will and the training. 
Taylor acknowledged this 
obliquely. 
He said sufficient military, 
paramilitary and police man­ 
power must be trained to out- 
man the Red guerrillas.

After many years of mud­ 
dling about, trying to start a 
plastics industry on a “ self- 
help” basis, China last year 
ordered about six complete 
plastics plants from Japan, 
Holland and the United King­ 
dom. This was a tacit admis­ 
sion of failure in plastics pro­ 
duction. 


A FRIEN D IN the technical 
end of the plastics business 
scrutinized some reports on 
Red China's plastics industry, 
which I received from Hong 
Kong, based on the Mainland 
press. He concluded that Cali­ 
fornia hobbyists probably used 
more plastics last year than 
was produced in all China. 
“ Pretty pitiful situation.” he 
said. 
China 
has 
practically 
no 
petro-chemieals 
industry 
on 
which most modem plastics 
are based. It is short on cellu­ 
lose and coal-tar products —• 
other raw materials for plas­ 
tics. The best hope for the 
Chinese is polyvinyl chloride 
and it is the one which they 
have done the most with. It 
can be made from limestone, 
salt and coke, and is a good 
all-purpose resin. However, its 
production from coke is more 
expensive than from petroleum 
by-products. The other kind of 
plastics 
the 
Chinese 
have 
worked with to some degree 
is ureaformaldehyde. 
Only three plastic items have 
been mass produced on a mod­ 
est scale in China—shoe soles, 
rain coats and combs. 
One 
might wonder: Why shoe soles? 
Seven hundred million pairs of 
feet consume plenty of soles. 
The peasant in the colder re­ 
gions usually wears cloth or 
canvas shoes and stitches on a 
new sole when the old one

wears out. Some bright plan­ 
ner figured out that plastic 
soles would save lots of canvas 
and last much longer. 
The 
only year for which we have 
figures is 1961, when indica­ 
tions are that 16 million shoe 
soles were made. They were 
made for the peasants and met 
with considerable sales resist­ 
ance because of poor quality, 
expense and. probably, peasant 
mistrust of new-fangled ideas. 


THE SAME YEAR half a 
million combs and an unknown 
number of raincoats were mass 
produced, the Reds have not 
given out any hard figures on 
much of anything since 1961. 
At one time China hoped to be 
producing 100 thousand tons of 
plastics by 1962 
Obviously, 
that dream was scrapped with 
many others as an aftermath 
of the Great Leap Forward. 
When one considers that the 
U. S. produced about 5 million 
tons of plastic last year, and 
that China’s neighbor, Japan, 
produced a whopping 1.75 mil­ 
lion tons, we get an idea how 
backward China is in this 
field. Japan was the world’s 
third 
largest 
producer 
last 
year, after the U. S. and West 
Germany, makes everything 
from toothpicks to truck bodies 
from plastics. The 125-mile-an- 
hour Tokyo-Osaka Express is 
a veritable display case of 
advanced plastics concepts and 
applications. 
The reports from China com­ 
plain of lack of raw material 
and technical know-how, and 
particularly lack of manufac­ 
turing and molding machinery. 
Inevitably, 
there 
has 
been 
much waste of materials. The 
Chinese now claim to be mak­ 
ing all sorts of things from 
plastics, but many indications 
are that these are the result 
of small pilot projects. 


PERH APS CHINA will enter 
the plastics age some day. 
Right now, however, it appears 
she has a long, difficult road 
ahead.

Union Jack Disappearing In África

B ritain’s African dom ain once 
com prised nearly 20 countries, 
totaling an area of over 4 million 
square m iles and a population 
of 132 million persons. Today it 
has shrunk to four sm all te rri­ 
tories—Southern Rhodesia, Swa­ 
ziland, Basutoland and Bechu- 
analand. 


Three of these are heading 
toward 
self-governm ent 
and 
independence in the near fu­ 
ture. 
The 
fourth, 
Southern 
Rhodesia, is in a special and 
precarious position. 
A white 
m inority rules there, but Brit­ 
ain is pressing a policy of one 
m an one vote. The ruling m i­ 
nority is threatening a unilat­ 
eral declaration of independ­ 
ence 
if 
Britain 
pushes 
too 
hard. 


H ere’s a look at the three 
black protectorates soon to be 
free: 
Swaziland 
is

The cause of influenza was discov­ 
ered in 1933. A single virus (influenza 
A) was isolated at that time. Seven 
years later a second type (B) was 
found. In 1950 influenza virus C was 
uncovered and since then many sub­ 
groups have been singled out includ­ 
ing A2 (Asian). This critter appears 
to be responsible for the current out­ 
breaks in this country. 
The designation of the three types 
is, by coincidence, their rank as 
causes of s e v e r e epidemics. 
There have been 31 recorded 
pandemics in the world since 
1510; the 1918 episode was the 
greatest medical catastrophe in 
history. There were 20 million 
deaths within a 20-week period. 
The last pandemic took place in 
1957 and the A virus was im­ 
plicated.

THE MICROORGANISMS are 
in the secretions of the respira­ 
tory tract and are transmitted 
from one person to another un­ 
der conditions of close human 
contact.

It is needed most 
by the elderly, the chronically 
ill, and by pregnant women.

The Music Box At Dominican

In 1850 the Dominican Sisters 
arrived in California. 
They cam e to a young and 
violent land filled with drifting 
prospectors, shanghaied sailors 
and bandit gangs, with as one 
Sister has put it, “ 50 cents and 
faith in God.” 
They also brought something 
else with them — music — in 
the form of a tiny music box.

cared f o r i t tenderly during 
their trip over rough seas along 
both coasts of the North Amer­ 
ican continent and across the 
rugged mountains of the Isth­ 
mus of Panam a. 
They kept it with them at 
Monterey, where they first set- 
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tied, and took it with them to 
Benicia when they moved to 
that community. 
Now the antique music box, 
still tinkling out its pretty tunes, 
has come to Dominican Convent 
in San Rafael. 


AT PRESENT the music box 
is on tem porary display as Roos- 
Atkins store in the Northgate 
Shopping Center, helping to pub­ 
licise the Dominican Convent 
Aluinnae sponsored concert of 
the San Francisco Symphony to 
be held tonight at 8 30 o’clock 
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in the College of Marin gym­ 
nasium, Kentfield. 
Proceeds from the concert will 
go into the convent building fund 
for the n e w S a n Domenico 
grounds and facilities now under 
construction in Sleepy Hollow. 
After it has 
performed 
its 
chore at the shopping center, 
the music box will return to 
the Dominican Convent, to be 
placed in the archives with other 
treasures kept in the Admini­ 
stration Building. 


THE SISTERS hope that some 
day it will be part of a “ mu­ 
seum” collection on the Domin­ 
ican grounds. 
In the meantime, it continues 
to serve as a symbol of the 
important role that music has 
played in the Dominican Order 
in California.

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Stereo Hi-Fi

A few days ago an 
associate of mine, a 
consulting engineer 
in acoustics, attend­ 
ed a drama at the 
new lly a tt M usic 
Theatre in Burlin­ 
game. He told me 
that he could under­ 
stand only about 
20% of the dialogue. Since I 
am the engineer who de­ 
signed the entire sound sys­ 
tem for the theatre, I am fa­ 
miliar with every piece of 
sound equipment used in 
the installation. The acous­ 
tical engineer’s comment 
brought out a very interest­ 
ing point. You can have the 
finest equipment, but un­ 
less it’s properly adjusted 
and used, the results will be 
extremely bad. 
At the Hyatt Music Thea­ 
tre, only the very latest and 
the very best professional 
sound system components 
were used in the installa­ 
tion. The system is quite 
elaborate and therefore 
needs carefully balanced ad­ 
justments to provide clear 
sound. The same applies to a 
component ty pe home music 
system. Unless you adjust 
the loudness contour con­ 
trol, the bass controls and 
the treble controls, and un­ 
less you adjust the high fre­ 
quency horns in m ulti- 
speaker systems to blend 
properly with the mid-range 
and bass of the speaker sys­ 
tems, you will have poor 
sound. The sound may be 
boomy or it may be high 
pitched and mechanical. 
Before discussing how to 
adjust for your room acous­ 
tics, a short description of 
our hearing characteristics 
may be helpful. Average hu­ 
man hearing has been plot­ 
ted by many scientists. The 
basic results show that at 
loud listening levels (such 
as the volume found in sym­ 
phony halls) we have the 
full range of tones, that is 
low tones, mid tones, high 
tones, in equal volum e 
levels. As the volume or 
loudness of the sound is de­ 
creased we tend to hear less 
bass tones in proportion to 
the middle range and to a 
much smaller degree we 
hoar less treble tones. As the 
volume becomes extremely 
soft such as for background 
music listening, the bass 
tones almost disappear from 
the music. At these ordinar­ 
ily used levels, the music 
would sound very' thin with­ 
out proper tone control com­ 
pensation. 
To compensate for loss of 
hearing of the bass tones at 
low volume levels, always 
place the “ L O U D N E S S 
C O N T O U R ” switch in the 
“ O N 
position. This switch, 
if present on your control 
panel, may l>e labeled by 
other similar names. The 
function of this switch or 
control is to add enough 
bass to compensate for our 
Bearing deficiency. In the 
absence of this control, turn 
up the bass control when lis­ 
tening to music at low vol­ 
umes.

the box’s eight-tune repertoire. 
“ Santa Lucia” is one. An aria 
from “ Norma” another. A n d 
there’s one title that causes the 
Sisters to smile — “ Parisian 
Life.” 
The removal of a glass cover 
piece then reveals the works 
of the music box. There is a 
metal cone from 
which 
pro­ 
trudes 
t i n y 
raised 
needles. 
There’s a comb-like mechanism. 
And a crank. Pump the crank 
to wind the spring, the cone 
spins and the protruding needles 
strike against the comb as they 
pass, creating the music.

Angelo Colombo, athletic di­ 
rector and dean at San Kafaol 
High School, may be a popular 
teacher and sportsman, but he’ll 
never become President of the 
United States. 
For Ang, as he is known by 
his many friends, does not I ill 
the native-born requirement. He 
was bom in Milan, Italy, and 
didn’t come to the U.S. until the 
ripe old age of 1. 
Now 44, Colombo is one of the 
“old-timers” at San Kafael High 
School where he started teach­ 
ing in September of 1947. The 
halls and classrooms were al­ 
ready familiar to him even then, 
for he was in them during his 
high school days. He’s a San Ra­ 
fael High School grad with the 
mid year 1939 class. 


IN ADDITION to his duties as 
a dean of boys and athletic di­ 
rector, he also teaches one phy­ 
sical education class because 
“ it’s important not to lose con­ 
tact with the kids and the new 
teaching 
methods 
being 
in­ 
troduced to the field.” 
Ang was Dorn a son of an Ital­ 
ian railroad worker who moved 
his family from Milan to South 
San Francisco in 1922 i)ne year 
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later the Colombo family moved 
to San Rafael and it has lived 
here ever since. 
Ang’s parents, Mr. and Mis. 
John Colombo, reside at 205 
Belle Avenue, San Rafael. 


THE ELDER Colombo worked 
with the Marin Municipal Water 
District for many years and 
also was a gardener at Albert 
Field for quite a spell. He is now 
retired. 
The Colombos have one other 
son, Harry, 40, employed by the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. in 
San Rafael. 
Young Angelo went to Short 
School at Marin and Bayview 
streets in San Rafael for his 
first six years of schooling, to E 
Street Grammar School for his 
seventh and eighth grades, and 
on to San Rafael High. He was 
quite an athlete in his prep 
days, earning letters in basket­ 
ball, baseball and football. 


AFTER GRADUATION from 
San Rafael High, Ang attended 
College of Marin where he star­ 
red in basketball and baseball. 
He was selected to the all­ 
league basketball team while at 
Marin. He was tlien five feet, 
10 inches tall and weighed 165 
pounds. He has kept himself in 
shape and now weighs the same 
165 
Colombo attended San Jose 
State College in 1942 and 1943 
and continued in the sports 
field, playing both varsity base­ 
ball and basketball. It was at 
San Jose State where he earned 
his Bachelor of Arts and special 
secondary credentials 
He served in the Air Force 
from 1943 to 1946 and became 
a 
fighter 
pilot, 
serving 
13 
months in the South Pacific cam- 
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paign. During those 13 months 
he was on 101 missions. 


HIS CLOSEST scrape c a m e 
when 
his 
plane’s 
wing 
was 
struck by a 20 milimeter ground 
cannon while he was over Ja­ 
pan. He limped back to his 
home base and had to belly-land 
the craft, but he escaped with­ 
out injury. 
It was during his military ca­ 
reer that Ang was married, to a 
high school sweetheart. 
Marianne Sullivan and her 
parents used to visit friends in 
Marin, 
although 
the 
family 
home was in San Francisco. Ang 
turned out to be more than a 
friend of Marianne’s and the two 
were wed in 1946. 


HIS LAST YEAR of service 
was spent as an instructor for 
West Point cadets, in aerial and 
ground gunnery training in Ari­ 
zona. Colombo reached the rank 
of captain before retiring his 
commission 
The war was over and Co­ 
lombo was out of the service, so 
he decided to go back to San 
Jose State and earn his general 
secondary credential w h i c h 
would allow him to teach at the 
high school level. 
His first teaching job after he 
got his degree was at Modesto, 
at Roosevelt Junior High 
He 
taught elementary physical edu­ 
cation for six months, from Jan­ 
uary to June, 1947. Then in 
September of that year, he ob­ 
tained a teaching job at just the 
place he wanted to go . . . San 
Rafael High. 


»SO NOW ANG was a colleague 
of the same people who taught 
him some of his ABCs. Many of 
his teachers were still at San 
Rafael 
High 
and 
even 
now 
“some of Uu? 
teachers 
who 
taught me are still here,” says 
Colombo. 
For the first seven years at 
»San Rafael High, C o l o m b o 
taught history in the social sci­ 
ence department and had no 
physical education classes. Bui 


he managed to get around the 
“ P.E.” department long enough 
to coach both baseball and bas­ 
ketball. 
In 1955 lie started teaching 
some physical education classes 
to go along with his history 
teaching and coaching. He had 
the entire basketball coaching 
job those years which included 
varsity, junior varsity, fresh­ 
man, Class B and Class C. 


HOW WAS IT coaching all 
five? “ It was the time of mv 
life.” 
He took dual jobs of being the 
head of the physical education 
department and athletic direc­ 
tor in 1957 and had to drop most 
of his coaching jobs. He s t i l l 
coached junior varsity and “C” 
basketball, however. 
Three years ago he was ap­ 
pointed as an assistant dean, lie 
and Charles Fesler now share 
the job of dean of boys. 
Ang, his wife and their f o u r 
children have their home at 60 
Jewel Street in San Rafael. 


THERE’S SUZI, 17, a senior 
and one of the song girls at San 
Rafael High; Patti, 15, a sopho­ 
more at SRHS; Russell, 12, sev­ 
enth grader at St. Raphael’s 
Parochial School, and Stephen, 
7, second grader at »St. Ra­ 
phael’s. 
When he was younger, Co­ 
lombo played a lot of semi-pro 
baseball in San Rafael and he 
was known as the “ tough luck 
kid.” That was only because he 
was hit on the side of the head 
and once in the nose by pitched 
balls and broke a leg on another 
occasion when he tried a slide 
into third base. 


HE WASNT the luckiest per­ 
son in basketball either, break­ 
ing his nose four times. He’s 
finding it much safer coaching 
than playing. 
Colombo, who helped s t a r t 
little League Baseball in San 
Rafael, has a strong interest in 
physical fitness programs for 
youngsters. He helps coach in 


Catholic Y o u t h Organization 
(CYO) programs and feels more 
junior high schools throughout 
the county should develop com­ 
petitive basketball programs. 
“ I hope to see solid P.E. pro­ 
grams in all the schools in the 
county,” said Colombo. “They 
need it badly. Especially in the 
seventh and eighth grades.” 


PRIOR TO THE San Rafael 
Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment, there was a need for an 
organization to handle athletic 
activities for the city’s young­ 
sters. Ang was one of the men 
who saw to it that such an or­ 
ganization was developed. It was 
the San Rafael Athletic Assn., 
which just recently disbanded 
after serving its purpose. 
When the Marin County Ath­ 
letic League started in 1958, it 
was Colombo who was the first 
president of the* league in its 
forming stages. 


AMONG COLOMBOS inter­ 
ests is accordion playing, which 
he has done since he was a 
youngster. In high school he 
used to play in dance hands, but 
now calls his playing “a hobby.” 
He also likes golf and fishing 
and calls golf “a very frustrat­ 
ing game.” He shoots in the low 
80s but admits tiiat sometimes 
he balloons to a score “closer 
to 100.” He can’t get out too 
much in the fail and winter, but 
tries to get to the links once a 
week during the sjirlng and 
summer months. 


THERE’S QUITE a contrast 
to Colombo's two-fold job at San 
Rafael. 
As athletic director, he’s re­ 
sponsible for the whole athletic 
program and sees students par­ 
ticipating in sports and getting 
a lot of fun out of it. 
Then as a dean, he sees other 
students who can’t, for one rea­ 
son or another, participate in 
the athletic program 
“That’s the heartbreaking part 
of my job,” says Colombo. “ It’s 
a shame they have to miss out.”

Composer Ernest Bloch needs 
nothing more than his music 
to keep his name alive in Marin 
and throughout the world. 
But next month there will be 
a Bloch Festival of Music on 
the College of Marin campus in 
his memory. 
And there is, in Mill Valley, 
a living memorial to the late 
great composer, dedicated to

him and signifying his love of 
nature. 


THIS IS A redwood tree in 
a one-acre wild bird sanctuary 
that surrounds the hillside home 
of Lillian Hodghead at 110 Ma­ 
gee Avenue. 
The tree stands in a grove that 
is alive with the chatter of wild 
birds attracted by the many 
feeding stations and bird baths 
set among the trees, flowers, 
ferns and other foliage. Fixed 
to the tree, with a birdhouse 
above it, is a plaque carrying 
Bloch's name and the dates 
1880-1959. 
The occupant of the nearby 
home. Miss Hodghead, has her 
own memories of the famous 
composer. 


WITH THE LATE Ada Clem­ 
ent, Lillian Hodghead founded 
the San Francisco Conservatory 
of Music in 1916. In 1924 they 
brought composer Bloch to the 
West Coast to teach a summer 
course, which was successful 
beyond their greatest hopes. 
In 1925 he became a director 
of the conservatory and a full­ 
time staff member. 
In the peaceful haven in Mill 
Valley, where Miss Hodghead 
had a little one-room, weekend 
cottage she called “the shack,’* 
Ernest Bloch wrote his epic 
symphony “ America” in 1926, 
as well as some shorter pieces. 


THE LITTLE HOUSE burned 
in the great fire of 1929, but the 
teacher of music theory, now 78 
years old and semi-retired, built 
another m u c h larger home, 
where she now lives alone with 
her two Siamese cats, Ying and 
Chiya. 
A close friend of Bloch and his 
family, whom she later visited 
in Switzerland and Paris, Lil­ 
lian Hodghead has many inter­ 
esting stories to tell of the com­ 
poser and a large collection of 
mementos, including a framed 
page of the original manuscript

should go above 550. 
If beat ca u ses your iron 
to stick or move haltingly,

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THE BOOK PAGES 
Supercrime Story 
At Plodding Pace 


By DON KEOWN 


It is difficult to imagine how 
anyone could make an account 
of a s e v e n - million-dollar-plus 
crime, still partially unsolved, 
sound dull, but Dennis Craig 
and John Gosling in their “The 
Great Train Robbery” almost 
succeed in doing just that. 
It is, of course, the story of 
the looting of the Royal Mail 
Train between London and Glas­ 
gow on Aug. 8. 1963. of 2,600,000 
pounds in English bank notes. 
We don’t know whether it is 
the traditional British reserve 
and gift for understatement, the 
possibility that the robbery was 
indeed less dramatic than its 


execution and its loot would 
make it seem, or the fact that 
so many of the details remain 
confused or unknown and sub­ 
ject o n l y to speculation. But 
whatever the cause, the Craig- 
Gosling account is lacking in 
fire and excitement. 
The almost plodding pace of 
the commentary would be bet­ 
ter suited to a misdemeanor 
case than to a s u p e r c r i m e 
that calls for superlatives and 
drama. 
Writer Craig and former Scot­ 
land Yard Detective Inspector 
Gosling begin by detailing the 
precision with which the robbers 
perpetrated their crime. This is 
followed by arrests and trial. 
But by far the most interesting 
portion of the book is that deal­ 
ing with speculation about the 
unsolved aspects of the crime. 
For one thing, Gosling is con­ 
vinced that the robbery was 
planned and directed by an un­ 
apprehended mastermind. The 
finesse wi t h which the gang 
carried out the robbery is proof 
of this, he says. And the down­ 
fall of some of the gang mem­ 
bers came about a f t e r they 
were left to their own wiles by 
the mastermind and floundered 
badly. 
Gosling, plainly critical of the 
handling of the case by his fel­ 
low law officers and scornful 
of the wild speculation indulged 
in by the British press, says 
he knows the identity of the 
mastermind. He describes him 
— an ex-army officer referred 
to as Johnnie Rainbow — but, 
for good reason, withholds his 
true name. And Gosling offers 
a provocative, although not en­ 
tirely convincing, theory on how 
the bulk of the loot, still not 
recovered, was smuggled from 
Great Britain — in diplomatic 
pouches from the embassy of 
a country with which the .gang- 
leader had made a deal. 
The crime being of the magni­ 
tude it was, it is impossible to 
read about it without interest. 
But the team of Craig and Gos­ 
ling have done little to generate 
increased curiosity on the part

of their readers, except for tlie 
latter’s theories in the closing 
chapters. 


THE ELOQUENCE of John F. 
Kennedy was equalled only by 
the rhetorical skill of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt a m o n g our 
20th Century presidents. 
Both had a flair for words 
that could inspire and persuade. 
In Great Britain. Wi n s t o n 
Churchill had the same gift to 
perhaps even a greater extent. 
These are the kind of men 
whose words survive them. And 
wlio are natural subjects of col­ 
lections of quotations. 
“The Wisdom of JFK” is a 
collection edited by T. S. Settel 
of brief excerpts from Kennedy’s 
utterances and writing while he 
held the nation’s highest office, 
beginning with his statement of 
national purpose in his inaugu­ 
ral address and e n d i n g with 
tlie speech he had written for 
deliverance in Dallas but was 
prevented from giving by his 
assassination. 
The Kennedy f a c i l i t y with 
language and his perceptive 
mind c o m b i n e d to give his 
words a lasting quality. Ken­ 
nedy admirers will treasure the 
book as one of the smaller but 
more worthwhile volumes among 
the flood of JFK literature that 
has appeared and is continuing 
to appear s i n c e his untimely 
death. 


A HUMOR columnist, either 
s t a f f member or syndicated, 
has become as essential to the 
A m e r i c a n newspaper as the 
crossword puzzle or the edito­ 
rial cartoon. 
One of the more accomplished 
is a Southern Californian named 


Jack Smith, whose “Of Smith 
and Men” is carried by the Los 
Angeles Times and a number of 
other newspapers. 
“Three Coins in the Birdbath” 
is a newly-published collection 
of some of his funnier articles. 
Smith’s role is the familiar 
one of the American male frus­ 
trated by the problems and pace 
of contemporary suburban life. 
The struggle to exist without 
conforming in the society of the 
automobile, the power mower, 
TV and precocious children is 
chronicled with considerable wit 
and sometimes just a pinch of 
warmth. The overall t o n e is 
more Stanton Delaplane than 
it is Art Hoppe. And it makes 
for good, light reading when you 
feel the need for a chuckle as 
a means of relaxation from your 
own private pressures.

She divides her recipes into 
Clams, Crabs and Crab Meat, 
Lobster and Rock Lobster, Mus­ 
sels, Oysters, Scallops, Shrimp, 
Mixed Seafood Dishes and a 
final chapter for Miscellaneous 
Shellfish that range from the 
abalone to terrapin and sea 
urchin.

He had found that wood chips 
could be “exploded” under high- 
pressure steam to small wood 
fibers. One day he took a batch 
of wet wood fibers and placed 
them into an iron press equip­ 
ped with pressing plates heated 
by steam. His only intention 
was to squeeze the moisture out 
of the wood fibers. 
At lunch time, he turned off 
the steam and left the labora­ 
tory. But the press had a defec­ 
tive valve and, while Mason was 
eating his lunch, the steam kept 
going. When he returned, the 
wood fibers had been pressed 
into a hard, dense board. 


FROM THAT accidental dis­ 
covery came an industry which 
now produces billions of square 
feet of hardboard per year. 
Hardboard which has not been 
prefinished should be given a 
coat of sealer before painting. 
Most undercoaters and primers 
are satisfactory, but I have ob­ 
tained best results with either a 
latex paint or shellac. 


A wide variety erf specialty 
surfaces has turned hardboard, 
the durable but formerly unro­ 
mantic building material, into a 
glamor product. 
You can still get the old hard­ 
board. It remains the best-sell­ 
ing item in its line. But hard­ 
board now comes in many styles 
and textures — with prefinished, 
prime-coated and wood-grained 
patterns, and with perforations, 
striations, grooves, embossings 
and tile facings. 


Once the hardboard has been 
sealed, it is painted in much the 
same fashion as natural wood. 
However, if the hardboard is 
being used outdoors, it should 
be given three finishing coats. 
THE PROPER hardboard for 
exterior use is tempered, which 
is harder and more water-re­ 


sistant than the standard type. 
In fact, the tempered board 
costs so little more than the 
standard that it is often used in­ 
doors, especially where high hu­ 
midity is prevalent. 
Hardboard makes an excellent 
underlayment for resilient floor 
tiles.

PLANTING OF bedding plants, seedlings and bulbs 
should be accomplished with the bare minimum of 
soil disturbance necessary. A big help in accomplishing 
this is the proper tool. A narrow blade trowel that 
comes to a point is ideal for such digging.
